One 
envelope was addressed to him from the Hillcrest Country Club, 
where SCHREIBER advised he is a member. Enclosed in the 
envelope was another envelope addressed "Mr. Alex Schreiber, 
Hillcrest Country Club, 1000 West Pico Blvd." The envelope 
bore a return address of "BOB PICKENS." Further, the envelope 
was postmarked November 15, 1975. 

Enclosed in the envelope from BOB PICKENS was a 
handwritten letter which demands SCHREIBER to place $100,000 
in a small suitcase and drop it off at the Thrifty Mart market 
manager one day before Christmas or else the writer advised 
that SCHREIBER would be shot and that SCHREIBER's grandchildren 
would also be shot. 

SCHREIBER advised that his wife, MOLLIE, opened 
the letter and that both himself and his wife handled the 
letter. SCHREIBER advised that he has no knowledge of an 
individual by the name BOB PICKENS. SCHREIBER could think 
of no suspects. 

SCHREIBER advised that he is semi-retired and that 
he has been in the theater and bowling alley business.

MARVIN V. STEINER was interviewed in building 205 
of the Brentwood Veterans Administration (VA) Hospital, 

West Los Angeles, California. STEINER was located in the 
offices of the staff psychiatrist, Dr. ZIRGULES, where he 
was receiving psychiatric therapy. In view of the circum¬ 
stances of the interview, STEINER was not provided the 
standard advice of rights form since prior consultation 
with the hospital staff indicated his mental condition 
would preclude any criminal prosecution. 

STEINER was advised of the identity of the Agents 
and of the fact that the purpose of the interview was to 
discuss threatening letters which had been received by 
Dr. SIMON RAMO and Mr. ALEX SCHRIBER. The Agents dis¬ 
played a xeroxed copy to STEINER who immediately seized 
it, tore it in half, and threw it on the floor, muttering, 
"That's terrible". Upon questioning by the Agents, 

STEINER freely admitted that he had written the letters 
while he was on pass from the hospital about a week earlier. 
When asked if he had mailed other extortion letters, STEINER 
stated that he could not recall mailing extortion letters 
to other individuals. He stated that he had no intention 
of causing any problem for anyone and does not know why he 
writes letters of this nature. At this point, Dr. ZIRGULES, 
who was present through the interview, interrupted to 
advise that several years earlier, STEINER had been con¬ 
victed in local court after having sent extortion, letters 
to his rabbi here in Los Angeles. STEINER readily admitted 
the prior offense and advised that he is himself Jewish, 
is proud of being Jewish, and actively combatted Nazis 
during the Second World War in Europe. 


STEINER advised that he was familiar with Dr. 
SIMON RAMO since his wife had attended classes at the 
University of California at Los Angeles (UCLA) with RAMO's 
wife some years ago. He was unable to be more specific 
on this relationship. 


STEINER stated that he had been personally 
acquainted with ALEX SCHRIBER since he had participated

STEINER positively stated that he bore no ill 
will_ to either RAMO or SCHRIBER or the rabbi that he had 
previously threatened. He was unable to explain his 
actions in writing these letters. 

The interviewing Agents admonished STEINER and 
advised him of the penalties that could result if he were 
convicted of sending threatening communications through the 
mail for extortion. At this point, STEINER began crying, 
and the interview was terminated.

A review of this case reflected that the subject, 
during November 1975* admitted in an interview with Special 
Agents writing numerous extortion letters. It is to be 
noted that STEINER remains on summary probation at the 
Brentwood Veterans Hospital in a mental ward. STEINER’s 
doctor was previously interviewed and advised 'that STEINER 
is suffering from a psychosis described as manic depressive.

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On 6/9/76, victim ALEX SCHREIBER met with the 
writer and Dr. ZIRGULES at the Brentwood Veterans 
Administration Hospital, Building 206. During the 
meeting, Dr. ZIRGULES explained to victim SCHREIBER 
subject STEINER’s medical condition in that STEINER is 
suffering from a psychosis, which is described as manic 
depressive. Further, Dr. ZIRGULES explained to SCHREIBER 
that victim STEINER is considered to be a very harmless 
person and would never harm victim SCHREIBER. 

Following the meeting with Dr. ZIRGULES, victim 
SCHREIBER was brought into the doctor’s office and SCHREIBER 
and STEINER met and discussed the letters which STEINER sent 
to SCHREIBER. While STEINER was in the room with SCHREIBER, 
he apologized for sending the threatening letters to SCHREIBER 
and stated that he would never again send such letters nor. 
would he attend the same temple as does SCHREIBER on Wilshire 
Boulevard.

The envelope was opened and the contents were 
read. Attached is a copy of the letter and envelope. 

SCHREIBER was advised that the author of 
the threatening letter received by him on November 19, 
1976, one MARVIN STEINER, also wrote other individuals 
and in the letters used the name WALTER SCHMIDT. 
SCHREIBER stated that he knows STEINER and has recently 
seen him at his Temple located on Wilshire Boulevard 
at Beverly Glenn. SCHREIBER expressed fear of STEINER 
based on the receipt of the attached communication.

above) received four additional letters from Steiner. 

The letters received in envelopes postmarked May 4 and 
5 (two letters), 1976, were threatening and advised 
Sehreiber to pay $200,000 or else he and his family 
would be killed. 

On May 6,* 1976, Steiner's doctor at the 
Brentwood Veteran's Hospital was interviewed and advised 
that Steiner was not capable of carrying out his threats 
as contained in the letters received by Sehreiber, and 
further Steiner's doctor stated that confineraent would, 
within a matter of two weeks, kill Steiner. According 
to the doctor, Steiner is a classic paranoid schizophrenic 
personality.
